crowding Into the hall this morning the 
nnklndcst man in Buffalo stood at the 
door handing out cards npon which in 
ttlg letters was the emblazoned word, 
"Democrats," which caused everybody 
to take one.

letters underneath "have you hoard the 
now* from Maine." 


Tho Tammany adherents make up a 


large element in the convention, a signifi- 
cant feature being the noticeable absence 
of the familiar faces of old and prominent 
Democratic leaden.

•liver element appears to be strong in the 
convontion.

TRUE NEW ENGLANDER. 


Reminiscences ol the Late Calvin Bow- 


ker, Landlord, Postmaster and 


Farmer. 


Editor THANSCBIP:—Calvia Bowker, 


who died In Adams on the 8th inet., wat 
a conspicuous figure in his locality for 
three quarters of a century, although 
quiet and retiring IB his manner. H* wan 
barn in Abington, and removed in early 
life with his parents to Cummlngton, 
where they remained but a few years, re-. 
matins to Savoy, where jUalvtn remained' 
until agn and Infirmity disabled him from 
active business, when he went to live 
with his daughter, Mrs. Wood in Adams. 


He kept the Green Mountain bouse at 


Savoy Hollow for a long term of yean, 
and was in many respects a model "hotel 
keeper. H* kept a uriotly temperance 
home, and in times when open bars' were 
common and most people expected to 
find their tips at every country inn. 
For 


a long time be had a rival in the hotel 
business who openly sold tiie ardent, and 
It is recorded to his credit that while he 
continued the even tenor of his way, his 
rival's business ran out years ago. Of course 
there has not beenbusinesa for two hote's 
there o*ate yean, but there Is a signign* 
cance in the facts adduced. Three men 
called at the house at one tirn* and asked 
lor something 'to drink, and, being 
politely refused, they asked for tumblers 
and sugar, which were furnished them, 
when they produced a bottle fr»m which 
they proceeded to mix their own drink. 


Mr. Bowker was very deliberate and 


methodical In all his transactions, and his 
house was a favorite resirt for sleigh rides 
and ether pleasure parMos for more than 
two generations, and he had an able help- 
meet and assistant in the person of his 
wire "Aunt Eliza," aa she was familiarly 
called. She waa a very smart, energetic 
woman, a good cook and housekeeper, 
and to hor was largely due the continued 
success of tbe house. It was common for 
her to entertain her gneitn at the table by 
her presence and conversation, which 
were usually acceptable. 
Sometimes the 


boys In the neiga.beraeoa' would overstep 
the rules of decorusa and abuse Mr. Bow- 
ker's hospitality by s»me trassactions in 
the office, or "barreom," as it is usually 
called in a country betel, but when he 
administered the needed rebuke it was 
clone in so mild a manner that he difl not 
give offense and drive away his business. 


At one time be waa associated with his 


brother Melvln on a farm. 
Melvin was a 


great mower, while Calvin was considered 
about an average, and wken help wa1 


hired for haying season the prloswas 
established by paying those who mewed 
with Melvin f 1.60 per day, and those who 
mowed with Calvtn $1. 


He waa postmaster about the same 


length of time he was hotel keeper, about 
half a century, and was always obliging 
and painstaking in handling all mail mat- 
ter coming int o his hands. 
He resigned 


in 1889, and tbe post office is kept across 
tbe way by Nathan E. Goff, the village 
merchant. 


Politically Mr. Bowker was an old-school 


Democrat, of the pure Jackson and Jeffer- 
son stripe, and was very honest and sin- 
cere in bis parly affiliations. He has filled 
the measure of his days creditably and 
should receive his just reward. 


One Item connected with his father, and 


we close. 
Liberty Bowker was an old 


time justice of the peace, and on one occa- 
sion a young couple went to his house, 
which was the hotel afterward kept by 
his Son Calvin, to be married. 
Wishing 


that it be done in as quiet and retired a 
manner a* possible, the party repaired to 
a spare room for the ceremony, when 
some young men who had more curiosity 
than courtesy approached the door and 
slightly opened it to get a view of the 
proceedings, whereupon the soon-lo-be- 
bride exclaimed tn a nervous and excited 
manner to tbe magistrate: "Mr. Bowker, 
the boys are a peekin."

Shortly after U o'clock Tuesday night 


Julius n. Antbout and several other citi- 
zens living at Mablt Grove were aston- 
ished to t«o Brenton Baker's black horse 
and road cart making* tbe circle of Bowen, 
Mole A Go's stoi o and the young; man en- 
tangled in the ruins and one of the 
wheels, groaning; mournfully. They stop- 
ped the horse, and tat ing the young man 
from the wheel sent for Dr. Thsyer. The 
physician did all he could for Mr. Baker, 
who was taken to the home of bis uncle. 
Henry N. Jones, on Crandati street. Lie 
had hardly reached there when he died. 
Dr. Thayer said death resulted from a 
wound upon the head, but there were 
other bad wounds. 


When found Mr. Baker -was conscious 


and said he had been in Cheshire visiting 
friends, and had started home a little 
while before. His horse had stumbled 
near the Harbor, throwing him forward 
to the ground, and be became entangled 
in the wheel.

NOT CONTRADICTORY ARGUMENTS. ' 


How tbe Silver Mine Owner Would Profit 


Under Free Coinage. 


Because the believers in free coinage 


could not possibly increase the commer- 
cial value of the silver in a coin stamped 
"one dollar" the silverites gleefully 
ask: "What then becomes of your state- 
ment that free silver will benefit the 
silver mine owner? If the value of sil- 
ver bullion is not raised, Ixnv will the 
\minwhoprortuoes it profit by free coin- 
age?" 


There is no inconsistency in ths asser- 


tions that tha value of silver will ue no 
greater under free coinage than it is 
now and that the effect of such free 
coinage will be to benefit tlio owners of 
silver mine?. The discussion or. this 
point arises from tne sllveritc co: fusion 
of value with price. Nobody denies that 
tho government can by call ins 8T1J-2 
grains of silver one dollar and making 
it by law the measure of values rt»iso 
the "price" of silver bullion to $1.29 
an ounce. But this is very different 
from raising its "value. " The value de- 
pends on the ratio in which it will ex- 
change for other labor products, and 
this ratio will not be affected by any- 
thing which tho government onay do. 
Congress might declare that 3?Jy grains 
of silver should bo a dollar, and this 
would make the price of an ounce of sil- 
ver $12.90. Does nny one believe that 
that would be its value?

would come in would be in tho lower 
wages whioh he would pay for his labor 
through the lessened value of the dollar 
in which wages are paid. Suppose that 
the average rate of wagos in the silver 
mining industry is now $3.50 per day. 
Under free coinage this $8.50 would 
have a purchasing power of only $l.?o. 
This is what the silver advocates mean 
when they tell the farmers that, meas- 
ured in silver dollars, prices of all kinds 
of goods would bo doubled. The mine 
owner would, in other words, receive a 
nominal prico of $1.39 an ounce for sil- 
ver which ha now sells for 85 cents an 
ounce. But he would not double the 
wages of his miners, who would find 
themselves paying twice as much for 
everything they bought. Of course they 
would ask for more pay, and if labor 
was scarce they would probably secure 
an advance in wages, but it is certain 
that they would not get $7 per day. 


Here is tha milk in the cocoauut for 


the silver mine owners. Their expenses 
are nearly all for labor, as unlike a 
manufacluriug industry, they do not 
buy raw /materials. They know very 
well that while tho price of their prod- 
uct would at once bo doubled by free 
coinage they could not lie compelled to 
pny t'viro as much wages. 
So thoy 


would ;n;tke all the profit represented 
by the difference between $7 per day 
and the wages that they actually paid. 
This would be a fins thing for the mine 
owners. Po:hap« the workers wl-" would 
have to woik for less (real) wi:^i •'• may 
think ir wo iM not be PO fino for them. 


Free Colnaj-e »t Sixteen to One. 


Means that the government would 


coin, at the present rp.tio and free of 
charge, all of the eilvoraud gold brought 
to it, and that it would 4nake the silver 
dollar, as now, 16 times as heavy as the 
gold dollar. At present the uncoined 
gold in a gold dollar is worth 100 cents, 
while the uncoined silver in a silver 
dollar is worth only 58 cents. One 
ounce of gold is, therefore, worth com- 
mercially as much as 81 ounces of sil- 
ver. By practically exchanging tha one 
for the other the government has thus 
far and with difficulty enabled our sil- 
ver dollars to pass as equal to our gold 
dollars. 
With unlimited ,free coinage 


the treasury department would simply 
stamp "one dollar" on every 28.22 
grains of gold or on every 871>4 grains 
of silver brought to it and would hand 
the dollar, or u gold or silver certificate, 
back to tho owner. The government 
would not then, as at present, le und< r 
obligations to maintain a parity betweeu 
gold and silv r dollars, rjid pach silver 
dollar would pass for what the metal in 
it was worth. 


If, as Bland and Bryan declare, tha 


prico of si Ivor bullion would riea eo 
that 16 ounces of silver would be worth 
1 of gold, then* though it would add 
hundreds of millions to the value oi' sil- 
ver minos, free coinage would not work 
injustice as between creditors and debt- 
ors. As, however, gold will certainly 
go to a "premium" of nearly 800, free 
coinage will enable the debt of this 
country, one-half of which is owed by 
railroads and other great corporations, 
to bo paid in dollars worth about half of 
our present dollars. It would rob credit- 
ors, mostly savings bank depositors, and 
members of balding and loan associa- 
tions and of other similar corporation 
organizations, of half of their hard 
earned saving i; it would reduce by one- 
half the value of all insurance policies, 
and of all pensions; it would greatly re- 
duce wages and salaries, for prices 
would nearly double at once, while 
wages would rise but slowly, and often 
only after long strikes and lockouts; it 
would, in foot, take billions of property 
from the comparatively poor and give it 
to tho comparatively rich and would 
revolutionize our finances and unsettle 
our industry until, without prospect of 
permanent gain, we should settle down 
on a silver basis with Mexico, China 
and other half civilized countries.

Buffalo, Sept. 18 —A* stated yester- 


day ta these dispatches,, the demoeratio 
btate convention, winch meets here to- 
day, \i ill unqualifiedly endorse Bryan 
and Sewall and the Chicago platform. 
Although Senator Hill i» notp-esent, 
hi* influence will te felt, and some of 
tho delegates briTeve that he will 
dominate the conrention 
This, how- 


ever, is mere conjecture, as no one 
apparently knows just what Senator 
Hill's wishes or plans are. 


Platform and Conteeta, 


The platform will endorse the Chi- 


cago ticket and platform; will arraign 
the la»t republican legislature as the 
most extravagant in the history of the 
state; will say that the Raises liquor 
law was merely for the creation of a 
vast republican machine and to assist 
in reducing at the expense of a class 
the tax rate, which would otherwise 
have lieen the largest in the history of 
the state. The btate committee will 
have to decide at least two contests at 
Its meeting unless it refers them with- 
out decision to the committee upon 
credentials when appointed. The con- 
tests are from Wyoming and Monroe 
counties. The complete roster of the 
convention made out this morning 
•hows that th«- advocates of the en- 
dorsement of Bryan and the Chicago 
platform have a large majority. In 
only four cases out of the great num- 
ber are the district delegates unin- 
strncted. The delegates not instructed 
are those from Oneida, Clinton, one 
district in Dutchesi, and Ontario.

Conspiracy after 
conspiracy against the existing govern- 
ment is discovered and crushed, but 
still others spring up. These conspira- 
cies are not hatched by Armenians 
alone, but many Turks have been ar- 
rested and disappeared. The popula- 
tion lives in abject fear oi mote mftstfa- 
cres, with all their attendant horrors, 
Instigated by the occupant of tho 
Yildiz palace. 
At a sign of the 


least disturbance, shop doors and 
windows are shut, and barred, and 
residences are barricaded as though 
for protection from the attack of an in- 
vading army. A serious panic occurred 
yesterday caused by an apparently 
trivial circumstance, which shows 
clearly in what terror the inhabi- 
tants Sexist. An Armenian living in 
the Galata quarter was arrested, in 
whose possession were a number of In- 
criminating letters and' a revolver. 
Everybody rushed Into their houses 
ttnd the doors of shops and dwellings 
were hastily barred, the people fear- 
ing a repetition, oi the looting and mas- 
sacreing. The panlo spread to wera 
and similar scenes were enacted there 
Ii was not until some hours after the 
arrest waa .jade that the fears cf the 
people were allayid and the (hops re-, 
opened. 


PREPARING FOR TROUBLE. 


Ambauadori at 
Constantinople Take 


MeMnrei To Protect Foreigner*. 


Constantinople, Sept. 16.—The am- 


bassadors of the powers at a meeting 
here yesterday afternoon mapped out 
a plan for measures to be taken for tho 
protection of the different embassies 
and the foreign population generally 
in th» event of a renewal of the dis- 
turbance! here. The exact steps de- 
termined upon were not divulged, but 
they are understood to include the 
united action of the guardships of 
all the powers, each 'ship being as- 
signed to a certain position and a cer- 
tain number of men to be landed at 
a given signal to protect certain points. 
The defenses of the embassies will 
also, it is rumored, be considerably 
strengthened by an increase in the 
number of men now guarding them 
and by other precautions which will 
tend to make them capable of relisting 
attack for a considerable time. It ia 
also reported that, under certain cir- 
cumstances, a number of additional 
warships will reinforce the guardships 
now doing duty in these waters.

The question now agitating the minds 
of some English secret service offloials 
Is whether tk*rt was really a dynamite 
plot at all, or whether it was simply a 
ruse to lighten the British public 
Many prominent detectives who havt 
studied the case believe the latter to bo 
the correct solution of the otherwis 
inexplicable conduct of the alleged 
conspirators, but they are in doubt as 
to what was the real object- of the 
manner in whioh the whole affair was 
conducted.

An interesting theorj is put forth by 


a mr \ prominently identified with Soot- 
land Yard affairs. He say* he iHieves 
that Irishmen in the United States, 
working for the release of Dr. Qalla- 
gner, Daly, W^ltehead and others serv- 
ing a life sentence for dynamiting, in- 
vented the plot and then sold the 
details to England, the price being the 
release of the three above-mentioned 
men. 
To make the alleged existence

He says that, if Tynan is extradited 
from France, which he does not deem 
probable, no evidence of a conclusivo 
nature can be found against him, and 
that all the British government will 
have to show for their trouble and 
fright will be the cells made vacant by 
paying the price demanded for bogus 
information. 


Rtnibut Feature* of the Plot. 


Throughout yesterday and to-day 


the uniformed police have been en- 
gaged in a systematic search of the 
' Irish quarter of Glasgow, where, it ia 
known, a number of sympathisers 
with the dynamite movement reside 
and where dynamite was hidden at the 
time of tho Tradeston. outrage. The 
object of this search is to make certain 
that Bell has no confederates in the 
Irish quarter, as asserted by the police. 
Friends of the prisoners here assert 
that everything possible is being dono 
by the police to develop the Russian 
features of the conspiracy, In order 
that the influence of the czar may be 
brought to bear upon the French gov- 
ernment witli the view of obtaining 
Tynan's extradition. The British au- 
thorities will probably have no easy 
task in connecting the prisoner with 
the Phoenix park murders, and his 
connection with the present plot will 
not be sufficient to result in capital 
punishment, even if his extradition is 
granted, which is by no means certain. 


Tenlan-Xlhlliit Alliance Discredited. 
The idea that the plot was a con- 


certed movement between Fenians and 
Nihilists is becoming more and more 
discredited as the facts in the case 
develop. In fact, the evidence that 
such an alliance exists is rapidly falling 
to pieces. A dispatch from Paris says 
that Tynan has appealed to United 
States Ambassador Eustis and also to 
President Cleveland, demanding the 
protection of the United States govern- 
ment on the ground that he IB an 
American citizen.
